SPECULATORS 


Will Not Be Welcome In Sales of 
Irrigation Land 


Incorporated in the — legislation 
which set up the Eatern Irrigation 
ditrict 1s a clause calculated to pre- 
vent speculators obtaining farms at 
low prices and then holding them 
for higher prices later on. 

This clause was inserted to  pre- 
vent tenantry on a large scale and 
unoccupied farms, the owners of 
which seek unearned increment. 

The transfers of farms will be re- 
viewed by those in charge of the pro- 
ject and ratification must be given 
or the deal cannot go through. 

At the valuationg it is at present 
proposed to place on farms, from $10 
an acre downward, {t Is reasonable to 
expect that speculators will seek 
quite an area of this bargain land. 
It would be indeed unfortunate if 
this were allowed to develop. 

The principal objective of those 
who fathered this scheme is to make 
the area a well-settled district of 
home farms, with no wide spaces of 
unoccupied territory. It {is believed 
that the above-mentioned clause In- 
sures this.

Two years ago Biesident Roosevelt's brain trust’ decided that the 
Whole economic lite of the United States could) be planned and charted in 
advance, that it could scientifically plan and control the production of that 


Kreat country so as to overcome and prevent what was alleged to be the 
evils of over production It out to do so, but facing the 
primary cause of the alleged over-production, it adopted and acted upon the 
easy formula that all that was necessary was to compel by law a reduction 
in the volume of production 

So wheat not to grow wheat, but to stop grow- 
ing it, cotton planters were bonused to stop growing cotton; farmers were 
paid to quit raising hogs, and so on and so forth, and the consuming masses 
of the people were taxed in order tu raise the funds wherewith tu pay these

over-production had actually resulted from a previous form of artificial 
planning in the shape of tariffs and other trade restrictions. 


Following the Great War, the statesmen of the world assembled in 
Paris to draft a treaty of peace and to plan the future of Europe and the 
world, They labored for months, created elaborate international machinery 
to direct and control world affairs, re-arranged the boundaries of countries, 
and gave birth to new nations, On paper their plans looked good; they 
were hailed as a great advance in the cuuse of world peace and international 
goodwill and co-operation 

But in the that fullowed all the passions, prejudices, sus- 
picions, racial and religious animosities, and vagaries of human nature have 
continued tu hold sway over millions of mankind. Much of the planning has 
proved an abject failure, some of it has been thrown into the discard, and

what remains is in danger of destruction through another world upheaval. 


Thus has it been amply demonstrated that man cannot direct and con

Such a plan may be imaugurated, it may work for a time, but not for 
lony IU cam never posse uny degree of permanence, because man was 
Created a free betng with w mind, a wall, @ soul of his own, and in the final 
wnalysis he wall, because God and his own nature intended that he must, 
work out his own salvation No other power, and least of all a government, 
can do it tor him 

Nevertheless, there must be planning and there must be control and 
direction everything cannot be left haphazard, otherwise chaos and dis- 


order would ensue, But it must be recognized that there are limitations jn 
all planning, and those imposed by Nature's laws and by human frailties 
cannot safely be ignored Nor can the inborn desire and determination of 
every mnan to be a free man and enjoy liberty be denied; any attempt to do 
50 will breed revolt. It always has, it always will, But liberty does not 
mean license, and in demanding liberty for himself each man must recognize 
the rights of others and accord liberty to others 

Therefore, in all our planning the improvement and advancement of the 
individual must improvement of and advancement in any system 
that may prevail. [tis putting the curt before the horse to try and improve 
the system first and thereby timprove man; it must be the other way round.

That is the international mission 
on which A. F. Holloway of Seattle 
is engaged. Mr. flolloway will can- 
vass the centres of Alaska and the. 
Yukon, and, on the return route, of 
Central British Columbia, securing 
public backing to petitions to be sent 
to the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments in Canada, and to the 
United States Congress. 

Here are the main facts of the 
highway to date: 

Pacific Yukon highway now built 
to Hazelton from Vancouver, dis- 
tance 835 miles. 

Canadian portion to be built, to 
Alaskan boundary, 865 miles. 

Cost of Canadian portion, twelve 
million dollars. 

United States portion to be built 
in Alaska, to Fairbanks, 371 miles. 

Cost of United States portion, two 
million dollars. 

This project would establish one 
of the world's greatest scenic tourist 
routes. 

It would take tourists from Van- 
couver up through the great Fraser 
Canyon, thence north to the Cariboo 
highway, and on the northern road 
from Prince George to Hazelton, 
thence into the Yukon, with a connect- 
ing road from Prince Rupert con- 
necting at Hazelton. 

The entire Pacific coast has got in 
behind the project, said Mr. Hol- 
loway. Chambers of Commerce, ser- 
vice clubs and various organizations 
have gone on record in favor of it. 

He is confident that the railway 
would be one of the greatest tourist 
revenue producers tapping as it does 
enormous resources in mining, tim- 
ber, furs and big game. 

“Do the citizens of Vancouver 
realize the importance of having such 
a highway completed?" Mr. Hollo- 
way wonders. ‘Do they realize the 
great benefits that will accrue, not 
only to Vancouver but to all British 
Columbia and Yukon Territory? It 
will be a golden highway leading to 
the. midnight sun.
